Go ahead for sports centre 


THE countdown to construction of the George 
Reynolds sports and youth facility has begun. 

The contract to build the £850,000 centre in the 
middle of Crewkerne can be signed by the Mayor 
Neil Sturtivant on Monday week (February 13th). 

Work will be able to start 21 days later on March 
5th. And, if all goes to plan, the centre will be fin¬ 
ished by mid-October this year. 

The timeline emerged this week when civic 
chiefs took the bold step to apply for a £150,000 
government-backed bridging loan. 

The move enables the project to progress even 
though the council is still waiting for the sale of 
its West One centre to Haven Health. 

There were smiles all round at the town hall on 
Monday night when councillors unanimously 
agreed to proceed. 

They did so after receiving a positive report 
from town clerk Jeanne Warner. 

She told the meeting: “I have been gathering in¬ 
formation with regard to funding. Last year, be¬ 
cause we thought there might be a delay in Section 
106 monies, we were granted the opportunity to

take up a bridging loan. 

“We had confirmation today from South Som¬ 
erset District Council that, not only is the Section 
106 money in place, but they have sent an offer 
today of a grant of £50,000 towards the scheme.” 

She said the total sum from South Somerset 
would come to £292,719. 

Mrs Warner revealed that the town council was 
still in a position to apply for a £150,000 bridging 
loan from the Public Works Loan Board at an in¬ 
terest rate of just 1.3 per cent. 

And in a written report to councillors, she said 
the remaining project monies would be met by a 
£10,000 grant from Somerset Youth Service; a 
£113,000 gift from the Crewkerne Sports Club; 
and £353,745 from the town council’s own re¬ 
serves. 

Councillor Neil Sturtivant told the meeting: 
“The funding is in place for the building - all bar 
£3,000, which I’m sure we can find.” 

Councillor Angie Singleton welcomed the 


clerk’s update on the project’s financial status and 
the possibility of obtaining the bridging loan. 

She said: “This gives us the opportunity to move 
the project forward. I propose that the town coun¬ 
cil take up that option.” 

Councillor Mike Best added: “We have to move 
forward before the cost of building materials go 
up again. We have got to seize the bull by the 
horns and move forward.” 

In a rapid series of votes, members unanimously 
agreed, first, to apply for the bridging loan; next, 
to spend £27,850 on demolishing the town’s age¬ 
ing sports club buildings; and, finally, to authorise 
the mayor to sign the construction contract with 
Yeovil builders CS Williams. 

The clerk closed the meeting by telling mem¬ 
bers: “The contract will come to the council on 
February 13th. 

“If it’s signed that night, the commencement 
date will be March 5th. And it’s a 32-week build.” 

Speaking after the meeting, Councillor 
Sturtivant said: “Everyone in the town will be 
very happy.” 


Plan for more space at Henhayes Centre 






TOWN councillors have given 
their blessing to a £120,000 ex¬ 
pansion of the Henhayes Cen¬ 
tre in the middle of Crewkerne. 

Gathering for their monthly 
meeting last week, they sig¬ 
nalled their approval for a 
scheme that will result in a 17 
per cent increase in the foot¬ 
print of the community centre, 
which hosts dozens of social 
events and activities for the 
over-5 5 s every month. 

The application states: “It is 
proposed to extend the existing 
entrance canopy in order to 
provide a fully enclosed en¬ 
trance lobby with dual access 
doors, with the repositioning of 
the entrance providing greater 
visibility. 

“The extension allows a 
much improved reception area 


and an additional multi-func¬ 
tion room to the side. 

“The relocation of the recep¬ 
tion area frees up space to cre¬ 
ate additional room for much 
needed storage. 

“A separate enclosed external 
bin store will also be provided 
adjacent to the extension.” 

Henhayes trustee Chairman 
Rosemary Prince urged town 
councillors to support the 
scheme when she addressed 
them during the public forum 
session at the start of their 
meeting. 

She said: “We are applying 
for this for four reasons. 

“First, heat loss. We’ve had 
difficulty maintaining the heat 
during cold weather. 

“Second, flood prevention. 
We have twice had floods. By

moving the front door to 
the south, any floodwater 
should bypass the build¬ 
ing. 

“Storage - there’s a des¬ 
perate need for storage 
space for equipment. 

“More space - now that 
the centre is being used 
more, we need more 
space.” 

She added that the new 
extension had also been 
designed to improve the 
look of the building. 

And re-siting the main 
door from facing west to 


south should also “prevent 
people hanging around”. 

“There will be less space 
for people to gather and 
loiter,” she said. 

Some concern had been 
expressed about young 
people climbing on the 
proposed new bin store 
and into neighbouring 
property. 

But Mrs Prince added: 
“The refuse bins will be 
locked with access from 
the front. And we are quite 
prepared to grow prickly 
shrubs, if necessary.” 


She indicated that there 
was no immediate target 
date for the proposed 
works, adding: “We don’t 
have the money to do the 
proposed works, but we 
are seeking grant aid. 

“We need planning per¬ 
mission first.” 

• Town councillors sig¬ 
nalled their support for the 
scheme. South Somerset 
District Council planners 
are due to decide the appli¬ 
cation by the middle of 
February.

Roundham House plans 

COUNCILLORS signalled their approval for redevelop¬ 
ment of a former town-centre factory, provided their 
concerns about fire safety can be allayed. 

Members spent several minutes debating the merits 
of the proposal to transform Roundham House in 
Oxen Road. 

The owners are seeking permission to change part 
of the property into six apartments, with the reten¬ 
tion of two commercial units. 

Councillor Angie Singleton described the proposal 
as"an expensive project to bring forward", adding:"lt's 
a building that's stood empty for a long time. It's part 
of Crewkerne's heritage." 

But town councillors were not entirely happy with 
the proposal before them. 

Several voiced concerns about the lack of an exter¬ 
nal fire escape, with one member warning that 
should the internal staircase become smoke-logged, 
people could become trapped upstairs. 

Councillor Singleton voiced the fears of several col¬ 
leagues when she highlighted doubts about the 
amount of "over-looking" for new residents, the 
amount of natural light inside the building, and the 
suitability of the proposed internal fire escape pro¬ 
posed by the architects. 

She said that among the councillors who had in¬ 
spected the site, "our main concern was fire safety and 
the escape mechanism". 

Chairman Neil Sturtivant invited the scheme agent 
to address the meeting. 

The agent said: "There's one internal means of es¬ 
cape. We believe that's adequate, but we might need 
to install a sprinkler system. 

"I don't anticipate a second escape point out of the 
building." 

Members signalled their approval for the scheme 
"subject to something addressing fire safety con¬ 
cerns".

and development issues. So it is important that 
the society is strong and able to play its part. 
We feel it is an appropriate time to have an 
open discussion within the town on the soci¬ 
ety’s future role and direction. 

“We are asking whether Crewkerne needs a 
civic society and, if so, how it needs to change 
so we can maintain it as a sustainable organi¬ 
sation. 

“This is an important question not just for 
our members but also for the town as a 
whole.” 

Future options for the society will the sub¬ 
ject of public debate at an “Open Forum” 
meeting next week. 

The society, which has about 200 members, 
was founded in 1973 with the aim of working 
with the local authority and other groups to 
conserve and enhance the town. It has helped 


protect several important buildings from dem¬ 
olition and supported new developments that 
have improved the local economy and envi¬ 
ronment. 

The society, which is a registered charity, 
also has an important role in raising awareness 
of the history and architectural heritage of the 
town.

On offer was a guided 
tour of the galaxy with Mr 
Handscomb out on the 
school field, where he 
used a laser pen to point 
out the constellations.

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Merriott Post Office under threat

OWNERS of the filling station, Post Office and store at 
Merriott, Phil and Michelle Venn, who are still reeling 
from a recent attempted burglary at the property, are hav¬ 
ing to rethink their operation. 

Despite the popularity of the Post Office since they took 
it over, it is not paying its way in terms of extra staffing 
requirements, leaving the couple with a dilemma. 

Mr Venn said: “We have managed to get our fuel 
turnover up, through keeping prices down, hence attract¬ 
ing more customers. We appreciate the extra support from 
our customers to do this; which hopefully will keep Tex¬ 
aco happy and we may get a reasonable deal from them 
next January when our contract is up for renewal. 

Unfortunately trade in the shop has not increased by 
any extent, so it is not helping us, as profits on the fuel 
have obviously decreased through lowering prices. This 
is a concern as it is difficult times for any business, with 
people guarding how much they spend. 

“Our other issue is the Post Office. We enjoy providing 
the service and it is a communal hub for much of the vil¬ 
lage at times. However, it is costing us money to provide 
this service. Every month we are losing money, as we get 
far less in remuneration from Post Office Ltd than we pay 
our staff that run it. This wasn’t such a problem when the 
rest of the business was performing well but since fuel 
prices have continually risen, the business has suffered 
badly. 

“The problem lies in the fact that a Post Office local is 
designed to be run by the existing staff of a small shop, 
not by employing extra staff, then it would be a small 
extra income for the business. That is not possible with 
our business because our shop and forecourt is too busy 
to be able to run the Post Office with the same staff and 
the petrol forecourt has to be monitored closely at all 
times. 

“We have talked with a Post Office representative with 
regard to getting increased remuneration, to no avail. He 
said that we should be able to run it without extra staff, 
and no extra can be paid. 

“We have had a meeting with David Laws MP who has

taken details and is going to explore all avenues to see if 
anything can be done to improve matters. If nothing can 
be done we do not want to close the Post Office, because 
we feel the village needs it; but something will have to 
change. 

“We welcome any letters to David Laws about this - 
every little helps - as they say. (These can be dropped into 
our garage to forward to him if you prefer). 

Linally, we would like to thank all the villagers who of¬ 
fered help and support after the robbery at our premises 
recently. It is comforting that people are supportive dur¬ 
ing difficult times. Thank you.” 



LOLLOWING on from the protest 
over cuts in the Merriott bus service, 
Winsham villagers banded to together 
to add their objections last Friday and 
made a formal protest at the bus stop. 

The bus that currently passes 
through the village every two hours 
except on Sundays, from 7.15am until 
6.15pm, is actually part of the same 
service being cut from Merriott and 
being even further from vital services 
the residents fear isolation. 

When MP David Laws arrived, he 
was surrounded by the angry and dis¬ 
tressed villagers of all ages, some of 
whom were waiting for the bus that 
morning to get to the doctors’ surgery 
in Chard. 

Shirley Stone of Davies Close com¬ 
plained: “The Government want peo¬ 
ple to give up their cars and it wasn’t 
that long ago they were all wanting us 
to use public transport. My husband 


has just been diagnosed with heart 
trouble and I can’t drive, he needs to 
get to the doctor’s and we can’t afford 
to shell out for a taxi.” 

David and Angela Pry said: “It costs 
£20 to get to Chard by taxi, what hap¬ 
pens if you don’t have a car? We do 
have our village shop but it can’t 
stock everything. The service we 
have now is very reliable and once 
you get to Chard you have a 20 
minute wait to get another to 
Taunton.” 

Parish councillor Trish Baxter 
said:“ It was the way they sneaked it 
in after Christmas with a tiny poster 
in the New Year and a cut-off date of 
January 17th that has got us really 
angry and Winsham is a large village. 
How are people supposed to get to 
work or the doctors and dentists. The 
county council say we should use the 
Slinky bus but if you book three 


weeks ahead, you might be in with a 
chance. They spent all that money on 
the park and ride in Taunton and want 
to take our bus away. 

“The 99 service could come through 
Clapton and Winsham instead of just 
going over Windwhistle. They said 
they can’t do the turn from Clapton 
but they go into Severalls in Crewk- 
eme alright. That would be a good al¬ 
ternative and would increase traffic. 

“Most of us would be willing to pay 
50p a trip if it meant we kept our 
bus.” 

Mr Laws said David Cameron had 
made an election promise not to 
change the bus pass system so they 
couldn’t go back on that by charging 
50p to bus pass holders. He recom¬ 
mended they get as many signatures 
as possible on a petition which he was 
happy to take to the county council on 
their behalf.

G RAHAM Westley last visited 
Yeovil Football Club as man¬ 
ager of Farnborough Town 
in September 2002 when the 
Glovers had taken temporary resi¬ 
dence at Dorchester Town's Avenue 
Stadium.

There was no arguing with Mor¬ 
gan's dismissal, even Westley 
agreed he had to go. 

But Yeovil will be hoping their ap¬ 
peal against Paul Huntingdon's red 
card three minutes from normal 
time is successful. 

Not only because it looked like a 
clean, albeit fierce, tackle by the 
skipper, but also because the loss 
for at least three games will be 
colossal with only Bondz N'Gala as 
the only other recognised central 
defender.
